“That day,” Garrison said, 
“the FBI sent out a TWX 
(interbureau ‘telegram) an- 
nouncing that on Nov. 22, an 
attempt will be made to as- 
sassinate John F. Kennedy in 
Dallas.” ■ ; . . 

The telegram, he claimed, 
“went to J. Edgar Hoover 
(FBI director). What came 
down to President Kennedy 
you can judge for yourself in 
that he was allowed to ride 
without a bubbletop (oh his 
car) in that parade in Dallas. 

In Washington, the FBI 
declined comment on -Garri-i 
son’s statements. ? I 

FBI and CIA officials had 
testified before the Warren 
Commission that neither the 
FBI nor the ,CIA had ever 
employed Oswald or had any 
connection with him. 

Garrison said Edgar Eugene 
Bradley, 49, of . North Holly- 
wood, Calif., one of the two 
men he has charged with 
conspiracy to ^assassinate 
President Keimeaj^had In' 
1964 tried to work up sup- 
port in California to elect 
Hoover president. 

Garrison repeated claims 
that President Lyndon B. 
Johnson has “actively con- 
cealed evidence about the 
murder of his predecessor.” 
He added that “he can’t be 
allowed to get away with it” 

Asked by a newsman what 



evidence he had to prove the 
existence of the FBI tele- 
gram, he said, “If you and I 
were in a closed room, I 
could prove it, but I’m not 
going to allow any evidence 
to get out now.” "

Meanwhile, in Los Angeles 
the District Attorney’s Office 
Tuesday issued a fugitive 
complaint against Bradley on 
the Louisiana warrant issued 
by Garrison, accusing Brad- 
ley of complicity in the as- 
sassination. 

It was not known imme- 
diately whether Bradley 
would surrender .to author- 
ities or wait for them to ar- 
rest him at his home in near- 
by North Hollywood. Earlier 
in the day, Bradley said he 
would surrender as soon as 
local authorities “pick up a 
telephone and call me.” 

The charges were filed 
against Bradley, a political 
broadcaster, last week. Gar- 
rison declined to discuss the 
charges on grounds it would 
prejudice his case.
